NEGRO, CONFESSING MURDER, 
SURRENDERS TO THE POLICE 


Says he Murdered Oklahoma Farmer Over a Year 


Ago—White Woman, 


Wife of Dead Man, 


Arrested on Negro’s Admissions. 
! g 


Stating that the pangs of remorse 
gave him no peace, James Chapman, 
a negro about 85 years of age, went 
to the Mounted Police barracks yes- 
terday and confessed to having mur- 
dered a white man, Lawrence Mat- 
thews of Stillwater, Oklahoma, more 
than a year ago. He also stated that 
a white woman, the wife of the mur- 
dered man, who has been living ‘with 
him for some little time, had helped 
to commit the murder. 

Upon this information Chapman was 
immediately placed in custody, and 
the police arrested ‘the woman, who is 
supposed to be Mrs, Fannie Matthews. 

The woman, it appears, has been liy- 
ing in Edmonton with the negro, and 
with her children, for the past two 
months. She denies that her husband 
was murdered by her or the negro, 

The Original Story 

The story as told by the negro ap- 
parently has some foundation, as the 
following taken from the People’s 
Press, of Stillwater, Okla., would indi- 
eate. The date of the paper from 
which the clipping is taken is Thurs- 
day, Sept. 9, 1909: 

“About Dec. 5 of last. year, Law- 
rence Matthews, a prominent farmer 
living near the city, died under very 
suspicious circumstances. 

“His funeral was held within a few 
days, and apparently nothing was go- 
ing to ‘be done. 

“Some of the neighbors, however, 
suspicioned foul play by reason of 
what they considered suspicious, ae- 
tions on the part,of Mrs. Matthews, 
and a negro named Chapman. 

“Some marks and bruises were seen 
by some parties upon the head and 
throat of Matthews. 
suspicions further. 


This excited their, 


“A coroner’s inquest. was held, the 
body was exhumed, and a post-mor- 
tem examination made, and the jury 
came to the conclusion that Matthews 
came to his death from natural causes. 

“This did not stop the talk of people 
who believed otherwise. 

“They kept watching Mrs. Matthews 
and Chapman, and their conduct only 
tended to convinee these neighbors 
more firmly that foul play had been 
done. 

“A grand jury then investigated the 
case, and did not find evidence suffi- 
cient to return an indictment. 

“But the neighbors were not yet sat- 
isfied and they kept watching these 
parties, and. their actions or rumors 
of their conduct only tended to add 
fuel to the flames and a conflagration 
was imminent. It ‘burst in the form 
of an action by Aaron Baker, a citizen 
of Stillwater, against Mrs. Matthews, 
to take her children from her because 
of her character and alleging immor- 
al conduct on her part with Chapman, 
and the alleged killing of her hus- 
band.
